tention to the best way of keeping one’s feet | i 


comfortable. 


Powder Your Shoes 


An excellent recipe for avoiding tired, hot 
feet is to a ver the inside of your shoes with 
a good layer of talcum powder. This makes 
such a tremendous difference that now [| al- 
ways powder my shoes, even before going 
shopping on a hot day, because baking pave- 
ments soon scorch through ones ge thoes. 
Dance slippers, too, can be treated the 
way. 

Then, what kind of shoe should one choose 
for country tramps? I rule out the open- 
strapped variety, because the straps often 
develop a nasty habit of cutting the instep 
after a few miles; besides dust and pebbles 
so easily splash over the open front 4 work 
down to blister your toes. 

I don’t find laced shoes very good either; 
as the tongues twist themselves round under 
the lacing and make an uncomfortable ridge 
inside. I have bought a good stout pair 
of the new brogues, with a broad tongue, 
carried far up the instep and kept securely 
in placa with an outside strap that buckles 
over trimly. These effectively keep out rain, 
pebbles and dust, while at the same time 
avoiding uneven pressure at the fastening. 


Sensible Sales 


Next comes the question of soles. I have 
no sympathy with the thoughtless people who 
set out in thin soles on the grounds that 
heavy shoes are tiring. There is the 
happy medium of the rubber sole, either 
crepe rubber or uskide, I prefer the second 
kind, as it does not get slippery in wet 
weather. 

There is, however, one drawback to rubber;

AILMENTS OF DUCKS.

It is commonly believed that ducks and geese 
are so hardy that they are seldom ill. 
No doubt in the majority of cases this 
is correct, but, whilst it is true that the 
ailments of geese are practically so slight 
as to seldom cause serious harm, it 1s 
a fact that ducks are not so free as is 
popularly supposed, probably because 
their complaints are not so plainly 
noticeable as in fowls and turkeys, and 
illness frequently remains unsuspected 
until one or more die. Most of their 
disorders are, however, preventable, and 
are often due to the parent stock. Like 
turkeys, ducks are greatly affected by 
the birds that they are from, so 
that it is very important that none but 
the most healthy and best dev 
should be used. It is also a fact, 
ma that related parents Eo 
Em that are ee Aí liable to 

formity, and are mostly backward and 
undersized. It is well to bear this in 
mind, because inbreeding is now so com. 
monly practised with fowls; but, while 
ti can be carried out with them, when 
se managed, the cases of 
ducks and turkeys nature seems to rebel, 
and we cannot do it without serious 
ha In ducks it seems more puaaling 
that they shouid be more than 
fowls, when we consider’ that they are 
more ‘generally bred for utility than for 
fancy points.

| Rhododendrons in America.

“Rabbits and Rhododendrons,’”’ a state- 
ment that ‘‘ rhododendrons do not grow 
in America.” I am very sorry, writes a 
correspondent, to have to contradict that 
statement very flatly. Not only do these 
plants grow in the United States, but 
they flourish in great profusion in a wild 
state in some parts. At Delaware Water 
Gap, a very beautiful mountain resort, 
located in Pennsylvania, about 100 miles 
from New York, the whole valley and 
mountain sides are, in June, a mass of 
red rhododendrons in full flower. The 
plants are all growing wild. 

In Llewellyn Park, in West Orange, 
New Jersey, a private residential park, 
in which Thomas Edison and many others 
have their homes, rhododendrons are to be 
seen in great profusion. These, however, 
were introduced when the park was re- 
claimed and laid out. i 

In the Catskill and Adirondack 
mountains, rhododendrons are invariably 
found growing wild and finding habita- 
tion on slopes and levels constantly 
watered by mountain streams. 

There is no explanation as to how the 
plants originally found their way into 
these recesses, but their planting was 
certainly not the work of man. The

that ‘‘they make their own earth ”' even 
in America. Incidentally, while not 


ancestry back for seventy years, those at 
Delaware Water Gap are, unquestionably, 
of much more ancient origin. Their 
spread and growth over miles of ground 
could not have taken place in a period of 
less than two hundred years. 


“*Gold Diggers. 


Staying recently at a seaside town in 
the north-west corner of Ireland, I was 
forcibly reminded of a new expression 
which has come to us from across the 
Atlantic—the term “gold-digger’’; for 
that so accurately describes the shop- 
keepers of this particular spot. The 
““season ” is a short one—not much more 
than six weeks—and for the rest of the 
year there is “nothing doing” in the 
town, so that six weeks represent to the 
townsfolk their only means of making 
money, which is done by brazenly fleecing 
the summer visitor. For instance, with 
the sea in front and the country behind 
it seems strange thet there is no fish or 
poultry shop in the place. But such is 
the case, and the former is only obtain- 
able from local fishermen at fabulous 
prices. There is a salmon fishery near 
the town, but all one gets at the boarding 
houses and hotels is tinned Canadian 
salmon. Yet the short-sightedness of thjs 
policy should be apparent ; for the number 
of visitors has been steadily decreasing fdr 
the last few years, but so far the rapacity 
of the inhabitants has not diminished. 


Lost Chances. 


This year when such a big effort is being 
made to attract visitors to the country it 
would make one weep to see the oppor- 
tuniites which are lost in the seaside town 
to which I refer. So little is done to 
make the place attractive. The cliff path 
which could be made into a fine promenade 
is little better than a goat track, and if 
it rains there is nowhere for the 
excursionists to go, nowhere eveh to sit, 
except one mouldering shelter on the cliffs. 
In spite of the wonderful surroundings ot 
sea and mountain scenery, one is dep 
by the bleak ugliness of the buildings in 
the town, the neglected gardens, the 
general lack of enterprise. Although the 
county is famous for its woollen goods 
which are beautifully hand-knitted in the 
cottages, there is no sign of them in this 
town, and one has to go to some trouble 
to obtain them. One leaves the place 
with the impression that the inhabitants 
are content to vegetate on top of a poten- 
tial gold mine.

CORK, Sunday. 

The perils of the crowded thoroughfares 
in Cork. have become more apparent with 
the rapid SES of the motor “bus 
services to all parts of the city, and the 
increasing number of private motorists 
who utilise the streets. The time, there- 
fore, is opportune for the introduction of 
fresh regulations to minimise the dangers, 
and compel both pedestrians and drivers 
to exercise greater care in ir own 
interest. One much-needed reform would 
be the enforcement of a by-law preventing 
vehicles from passing any stationary tram- 
car or omnibus which is receiving or 
dropping passengers. Hundreds of lives 
are endangered daily through the non- 
observance of this almost uniyersal traffic 
law. 

Pedestrians, however, are not quite free 
from blame in the matter. Their careless- 
ness is evident even in their manner of 
walking on the footways. Instructions to 
“keep to thé left” have been placed on 
standards in some of the principal streets, 
but the passage of time has almost 
obliterated them, and comparatively few 
citizens can be aware of their existence. 


CORK DIOCESAN _SYNOD. 


The Bishop of Cork, Cloyne and Ross 
(Dr. Dowse) has intimated that the annual 
Synod of his diocese, which was originally 
fixed for the 19th June, will not be held 
until the 30th October. e postponement, 
I understand, is due to the financial amal- 
gamation schemes which are being formu- 
lated: for the heavy work entailed in 
their preparation will not be completed 
by the first-named date. A special meet- 
ing of the Synod will have to consider the 
proposals. ner 

It may be mentioned that the Girls 
Friendly Society Diocesan Festival will be 
held at St. Fin Barr’s Cathedral, Cork, 
on next Thursday afternoon, when members 
of branches from all parts of the country 
will be present. A special sermon will be 
preached by the Dean of Limerick, and 
after the Service members are invited to 
the Deanery Gardens for tea. 


HARBOUR BOARD'S PENSIONERS. 


Several months have elapsed since Mr. 
A. C. Horne suggested that the Cork 
Harbour Commissioners’ existing pension 
scheme for employés should be examined 
with a view to revision. Action had been 
postponed for various reasons, but the 
Board has now appointed a committee to 
investigate the whole question, which is 
of unusual public interest in view of the 
statement that the amount of pensions at 
present paid by the Board in excess of 
their actual scale is £1,626 6s. 8d. This 
circumstance, it is suggested, furnishes 
ample justification for an exhaustive 
inquiry, to be followed by whatever action 
members may think necessary. 

Originally it was urged that all 
pensioners in receipt of more than 20s. 
weekly should be requested to furnish a 
statutory declaration of their financial 
position. Such a step would be widely 
criticised, however, as any reductions 
resulting from the disclosures would 
strike at the more thrifty employé, while 
the less provident one would go scot free.

FIGHTING DISEASE. 


Arrangements have now been completed 
for the ning of the campaign against 
the sp of infectious diseases in Cork 
and at the next meeting of the Corpora. 
tion the members will receive a further 
report from the Medical Officer of llealth 
for the City regarding the immunisation 
scheme which it is proposed to put into 
operation. Dr. Saunders points out that 
the prevalence of diphtheria jn Cork 
illustrates the importance of grapplin; 
with the problem without delay. This is 
particularly desirable in view of the lack 
of accommodation at the Cork Fever 
Hospital, to which reference was made in 
this column a few weeks ago. 

The details of the scheme, which hase 
been placed before the public. are based 
on the lines followed in London. New York 
and other large cities, where the pre- 
valence of diphtheria ranks high as a cause 
OÍ sickness. To the success of the scheme 
however, the education of the public is 
essentia], as the result will depend solely 
on the number of children who are rendered 
immune, and the consequent reduction of 
the potential sources of infection. An jn. 
tensive campaign will be conducted in 
schools and other centres, and with this 
end steps are being taken to enlist the co. 
operation of organisations which are in- 
terested in child welfare. It is hoped 
therefore, that this campaign of prevention 
will be working definitely in the immediate 
future, and parents who are desirous of 
having their children immunised are re. 
quested to communicate with the medical 
officer of health. i 


LIMERICK HOUSING SHORTAGE. 


There is every likelihood that the Castle 
Barracks, Limerick, soon will be handed 
over to the local Corporation, and that the 
residential portion will be converted into 
working-class flats, capable of accommodat- 
ing twenty average-sized families. The 
housing shortage in Limerick is par- 
ticularly acute, despite the advances that 
have been made within recent years to 
meet the demand. Many houses in the 
poorer quarters of the city have been 
condemned as unsafe for habitation. 
Notices to quit have been served on 4 
number of tenants, and the problem of 
providing alternative accommodation is a 
pressing one. 

In an interview with the Mayor 
(Councillor W. J. Keyes), Mr. P. Burke, 
T.D., Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health, held out every hope that the build- 
ing would be vested in the Borough 
Council, and he agreed that from the point 
of view of the city and of hygienic con- 
ditions, the sooner this step is taken the 
better it will be. It may be added that, 
should the transfer take place, it is the 
intention of the Corporation to remove the 
wall opposite Castle street, and to provide 
a grass plot in front of the building, with 
a passage for traders’ carts. 

It is their wish, however, that the 
ancient and battlemented keep should be 
preserved by the Board of Works as a Jano 
mark of the city’s historic past.

Compulsory Irish. 

At its closing session in Dublin, last 
Saturday, the Presbyterian General 
Assembly recorded its gratitude for the 
Free State Government’s various favours 
and its continued opposition to the par- 
ticular policy of compulsory Irish, By 
this statement the Presbyterian, Church 
takes common ground with the Church of 
Treland:' Although we cannot recall any 
formal censure of compulsory Irish by the 
General Synod, the Church’s discontent is 
deep, and begins at last to be outspoken. 
There are at least three reasons why her 
members, who are thoroughly loyal citizens 
and accept cheerfully their full share of 
the burdens of self-government, never will 
be reconciled to this compulsion. In the 
first place, it is a denial of intellectual 
freedom. ‘No group of Irishmen has a 
right to force its private enthusiasms on 
the whole nation or to snatch the children’s 
education out of their parents’ hands. As 
the Bishop of Killaloe said last Saturday, 
at St. Columba’s College, “the teaching 
of Irish for one hour a day in the schools 
belonging to the Church of a small 
minority is a practical tyranny.” In the 
next place, this compulsion is a direct 
cause of material hardship to the Free 
State’s citizens and taxpayers. All other 
subjects are being sacrificed to Irish in 
the schools, with the result that the 
children’s general education is impaired ; 
and for the average boy of the middle 
classes a good schooling is an essential 
condition of a decent livelihood. Hitherto 
many thousands of the cleverest boys of 


every generation have been obliged to seek 


their fortunes in Great Britain or over- 
seas. There is not the slightest prospect 
that the necessity will,cease to exist in 
our time; but to-day the clever boys are

| may have been that a new generation, 


unversed in war's horrors, had time to be 
born and grow up, while the survivors had 
forgotten them. If it had been the 
fashion, in the years beiore 1914, to read 
tales of the Crimean and Franco-Prussian 
Wars, told with the realism which marks 


that great work, “All Quiet on the 


Western Front,” we might have been 
spared those four years of agony. There 
is another consideration which suggests 
that the war in all its realism ought 
not to be absent from the libraries and 
theatres of to-day. When, in 1918, we 
made up our minds to forget war, we 
assured ourselves and one another that 
we never should forget the spirit of 
camaraderie that alone had made it 
endurable. In this, unfortunately, we 
cannot claim to have succeeded very well. 
Occasionally the old spirit flickers up, as 
on last Christmas Day, when the Prince 
of Wales appealed to it in his broadcast 
speech on behalf of the ‘miners. The 
younger generation, who were fortunate 
enough to escape that four-year ordeal, 
never knew it. * Anything that will bring 
it to life again, without plunging us in 
the horrors that called it into being, | 
ought to be welcomed by all, and not 
least by those who from their own 
experience are aware how they must have 
failed without it.

British Films. 

There appears to be considerable doubt 
as to the real cause of the present 
“slump” in the British film industry. 
Some suppose that the quota, introduced 
by the Film Act of 1927, misled British 
producers into the belief that a ready- 
made market awaited their every effort, 
with the result that a spate of inferior 
films put in an appearance and, of course, 
was found tobe unsaleable. The politically- 
minded even went so far as to draw a 
moral and to indicate the eternal evils of 
protection. The Federation of British 
Industries, however, which has taken up 
the cause of British films, protests against 
this theory, and points out that the 
measure was not intended to be protec- 
tive, but only to ensure that British 
films should have a chance to be shown at 
all, There is some evidence to support 
the Federation’s view.

The building will provide schools for boys, 
girls and infants, and there will be separate 
entrances for each section. It will be built 
round two quadrangles, one.for boys-and the 
other for girls, and the accommodation will 
include entrance hall and library and an 
assembly room which will accommddate all 
the pupils of the school. There will be no 
fewer than ‘ thirty-six class-rooms and, in 
addition, six rooms for the study of special 
subjects.
